Once that was accomplished 
we would then, of course, soon be 
presented with another situation 
requiring war or appeasement. 


This is really not much of a 
gamble, since if we refuse to be- 
gin an atomic war and decline 
appeasement, we will then be 
confronted with a continuation 
of costly war in Korea.

Diplomacy’s Stern 


We hope the Army’s optimism despite 
UN reverses in Korea is based upon sound 
military calculation and is not merely an 
‘attempt to bolster the country’s morale. 


Though disaster may be averted in Ko- 
rea, it is plain that the danger of a third 
world war is increasing. Even if Gen. 
MacArthur can stabilize his lines, as he 
plans, after withdrawals of 15 to 25 miles, 
there is no guarantee that he can hold, or 
go forward, against increasing Communist 
pressure. There now are about 200.000 
Chinese soldiers fighting UN forces of about 
110,000. Reports are that the Communists 
‘are continuing mobilization, of perhaps as 
many as 500,000 across the Yalu River in 
Manchuria. 


The brightest prospect is that our troops 
‘will be fighting in Korea for months to 
come. The darkest is that all-out war will 
develop. 

Chinese Communist delegates, invited to 
the UN to discuss the Korean and Formo- 
san situations, refuse to discuss Korea at 
all, but arrogantly charge the United States 
with “aggression” in Formosa. 

Many military men on both continents 
fear the Communist thrust in Korea is de- 
signed to throw the West off guard in 
Western Europe. There, a Soviet invasion 
is a good possibility, and it would meet 
with little more than token resistance.

Is the Governor 


Afraid To Agree? 


At the conclusion of the Southern Gov- 
ernors’ meeting in Charleston on Tuesday, 
Gov. Colgate Whitehead Darden, Jr., for- 
mer Governor of the Old Dominion and 
now president of its university, made a talk 
in which he proposed, on the basis of his 
experience following the Supreme Court 
ruling, that the South’s graduate and pro- 
fessional schools be opened to Negroes .. . 
while maintaining strict segregation in 
common schools. 

Gov ‘arden is a conservative. He is a 
member of the political group in Virginia 
which strongly opposes President Truman's 
civil rights measures and the President 
himself. 

Other Southern Governors, including 
those of South Carolina and Mississippi, 
where the States’ Rights movement was 
strongest, applauded and commended the 
talk as thought-provoking and worthy of 
study. 

Gov. Talmadge, of Georgia, was the onlv 
Governor to say he would not allow it 
to happen. Now, it is not our purpose to 
nag ‘the Governor. Nor is it our purpose 
to discuss the pros and cons of the Vir- 
ginian’s speech and ideas. They are for the 
future and for the courts. We insist with 
complete sincerity this discussion is in the 
best interests of the Governor and the 
State. 

We do not believe the Governor intends 
to defy the Supreme Court of his country, 
in which he is a Naval Reserve officer and 
a public official, sworn to uphold the Con- 
We urge him to 
quit being afraid that if he acts forthrightly 
in this, or any other problem, some politi- 
cal opponent will steal his thunder. 

It is not good for Georgia to be adver- 
tised in this fashion. If Virginia can act and 
if Mississippi, Alabama, South Carolina and 
other States can take reasonable attftudes, 
it cannot be sald it is impossible for Geor- 
gia so to do. 


The Governor knows that if the Su- 


ewill be verv few Negroes who will wish 
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to enter a school. Thev can be seated in 


. a classroom without interfering with any 


local laws of segregation. But that is a 
bridge which can be crossed when the 
State comes to it. ° 

We urge upon him, out of a belief that 
he wishes to do what is right, that he quit 
fearing some rival, and that he also make 
it clear that the Regents run the Univer- 
sity, not he. and that both he and the Re- 
gents will, of course, obey the laws of our

Though there have been no signs of 
Russian mobilization for a European offen- 
sive, it was reported vesterday that six 
Soviet armies are in Winter quarters in 
Eastern Germany. They have just com- 
pleted strenuous maneuvers and are strong 
enough to take most of Western Europe in 
a matter of days or weeks. 

There are less than five fully manned 
and equipped divisions ready to meet such 
an invasion.

A Few Questions 


For Tom Linder 


Commissioner of Agriculture Tom Lin- 
der finally has succeeded in arousing con- 
certed action against his arbitrary milk 
policies. 


At Folkston Tuesday a near riot took 
place when two of Linder’s agents at- 
tempted to pour bluing into Florida milk 
being offered for sale there. Folkston resi- 
dents say this milk is their onlv source of 
supply and they add with vehemence that 
Linder is not going to deprive their chil- 
dren of milk by one of his silly regulations. 

We are all for the people of Folkston. 
We only ask that they keep their heads. 
Violence will not solve the problem. 

Mr. Linder, though, has some explain- 
ing to do. 

He has said repeatediv he wants to 
protect Georgians from inferior milk and 
also wants to encourage the dairving indus- 
trv in the State. Those are commendabie 
objectives. 

If, as residents of Folkston say, there 
is no other source of milk for their chil- 
dren except Florida milk, why has not Tom 
Linder moved to make sure the milk they 
get is pure and of good quality? 

Georgia imports milk regularly from In- 
diana, Maryland and Regula- 
tions applying to milk in those States are 
not the same as tho<> applying in Georgia. 
But Tom Linder has solved this problem 
simply by sending inspectors to some dis- 
tributing plants there—at the expense, of 
course, of the distributors themselves. 

Yet Mr. Linder has said he could not do 
the same for the Florida distributor who 
supplies milk for Folkston. He said inspec- 
tors would be necessary at each of the 26 
dairies which supply milk to this distribu- 
tor, a prohibitive expense. But-in Indiana 
and Marvland and Tennessee inspectors at 
the distributors’ plants alone are deemed 
sufficient. 

Why. Mr. Linder? 

Tom Linder’s capricious enforcement of 
the law and his own regulations—drafted, 
we suspect, to suit his own aims—would, 
from all evidence, deprive the children of 
Folkston of milk. 

Confronted with the situation, and with 
the determination of Folkston people to 
buy the only milk available. Mr. Linder 
merely retorts that the law—meaning his 
own regulations—must be enforced 

We get the impression the Commissioner 
is more interested in his own little rules 
than in whether or not milk is available 
for Folkston.

Senators Say Crisis 


Moulds U. S. Spirit 


W ASHINGTON—Georgia’s two United States 

Senators take a gloomy view of the latest war de- 

velopments in Korea, where the intervention of 

the Chinese Communists has given a far more serious aspect to the 
Far Eastern situation. 

Senator George, Chairman of the top-ranking Senate Finance 
Committee, says the effect of the Chinese intervention will be to 
create a widespread sentiment throughout the country for direct 
action against Soviet Russia. Communist China. he declared. is con- 
trolled or directed by Russia in what she is now doing. 

“What is happening,” the Senator said, “will cause a sentiment 
to spring into being throughout the country for direct action against 
the Russians. We cannot afford to get into a war with China. which 
would absorb our wealth and manpower. We must go to the source 
of the trouble. Sentiment of the country will not permit us to be- 
come engaged in a full-scale war with the Chinese Reds. but that 
a sentiment will demand that we take direct action against 
Russia.”

ited Nations Organization work- 
ing out some solution to the Korean situation without prolonging 
the hostilities there. But if that fails, he warned that we must be 
prepared for any eventuality. 

Senator Russell, who will be the next Chairman of the great 
senate Armed Services Committee, said the picture presented by 
the Chinese intervention in Korea is one of the worst the nation has 
face since Valley Forge. He made this statement after attending 
an executive session of his committee at which some of our leading 
military figures appeared to give an appraisal of the latest develop- 
ments in the Far East. 

One immediate effect of the new Korean crisis, Senator Russell 
said, was to bring about a greater unification of the American 
people. 

“All of us,” he observed, “are Americans before we are Repub-

in the Senate, Senator Russell, however, now puts them down as 
for the time being. With the world situation what 
it would be extremely unwise for Congress to per- 
two territories to come into the Union as new States. 

Russell reminds that in the event of another war both Alaska 
and Hawalt would become important military outposts which could 
be more properly administered under military rule, as they were 
largely during the last war. To give them statehood with untried 
state governments placed in control would jeopardize our military 
operations, he declared. 

It was obvious from the Georgia Senator's statement that 
Southern Democrats have no intention of allowing the two state- 
hood bills to go through this session. President Truman put them 
down on the program he suhmitted to Congress for action at the 
present short session.

That was 
put plainly and bluntly in the postscript by Gen. Douglas MacArthur in his com- 
munique on the Chinese Communist mass movement into Korea which he called 
“an entirely new war.” He said: “This situation, repugnant as it may be, poses

from fis first test nearly six months ago. 


Since that time, upog our initiative, the UN 
Assembly has clothed itself with authority to 
cope with aggression and thus to act in place 
ef the UN Security Council when that agency 
is obstructed, as it so wearily has been, by Rus- 
sian delays and vetoes, and you will see this new 
procedure in operation soon in this present crisis. 

The UN, too. is atill a continuous open forum 
before the world. Luckily now, Im this crisis, 
the whole Far Eastern issue is being explored 
in public with representatives of Communist 
China present, so that they can—if they will— 
get firsthand the Western side of the story which, 
seerningly, it has been impossible thus far to 
get through the dark and confusing veil which 
Russia has thrown about the Peiping Government. 

Our own strategy is unfolding rapidiy. On 
our part, through Warren Austin, our Security 
Council representative, we are telling the world, 
in the presence of Communist China's emissaries, 
that this Chinese Communist invasion is open 
aggression. Though our Government, itself, is not 
fixing the blame officially on Russia, we are mak- 
ing it clear that we know Russia is the instigator,

There is no getting around it, 


reducing is often a big proposi- 
tion particularly when it 


avoirdupois. The more hope- 
less it appears, the more diff—i- 
cult it ig to know where to start.+ 

Start with dinner, for that is 
the meal most apt to be respon- 
sible for the bulk of over- 
weight. Many homemaker:, 
just as a matter of course, plan 
the big meal of the day around 
meat, perhaps with gravy, po- 
tatoes or rice, another vegeta- 
ble of a salad with good French 
dressing. bread. and a delicious 
dessert and a beverage. Thats 
a standard pattern 

But night after night, a din- 
ner that includes that amount 
of starch, sugar and fat, is too 
fattening in middle age. Why 
in middie age’ Because the 
bedy'’s energy requirements 
lessen between 36 and 486; 
metabolism slows dewn and 
fewer calories are needed. 
When energy requirements 
change and food habits do 
not, weight begins between 
36 and 46... and grows. 

And since it's the night meal 
that is too high in calories, that 
is the one to diminish. In the- 
ory i seems quite easy to 
streamline dinner. In practice 
it's something else again. May- 
be you've bumped up against 
this 

“Honey, you forgot to put any 
bread on the table.” the head of 

the house will point out. He's a 
two-fisted eater and cant seem 
to eat without a piece of bread 
in one hand and a fork in the 
other 

What to do then”? Well. it's 
no time to explain that the di- 
etitian says there should be only 
one stare hy food with a low cal- 
orie meal. So, maybe it's bet- 
ter to take it a little easy ... 
instead of making your famous 
hot rolls, so often, start serving 
bread. Serve it on. individual 
pilates, 2 slices for Mr. and one 
for yourself. And a small pat 
of butter each. Or when you 
have homemade corn bread or 
hot biscuits, after everyone has 
been served, take the plate off. 
As long as the hot bread is there, 
everybody will take seconds, 
maybe thirds Pass the but- 
ter ‘ 

The man of the house is 
entitled to more calories than 
you are, so he can have bread 
and a potato.

The reason is, I guess, that your conversation is easy, 


give and take, resting for a moment on one subject and | 


flying on to the next, without any vast decisions or any 
pronouncements or earth-shaking conclusions. 


You feel contented with these people, and satisfied with them, | 
but when you try to explain why to someone else, it isn’t very easy 


to make it clear. 

Take Joan Blondell and Esther Bromley, for instance, two as 
different human beings as you could find in ome day, but both of 
them contribu a kind of special savor to an interesting week. 

Miss Bi has been around Atlanta two weeks or so now, 
playing in “Happy Birthday” at the Penthouse, and she’s gotten 
over that feeling of being a child in the middle of a family group 
at Christmastime, suddenly ordered to speak a piece by an adoring 
mother.

Miss B. is smart and responsive, and has been as shocked and 
frightened over this week’s war news as the rest of us, with a 
16-year-old son of her own, who is likewise the son of Dick 
Powell. “It used to be you figured if your boy missed this one, he 
might get by the next war too, adding 20 years onto his age and 
making him too old to be called...

Miss B. thinks Hollywood has made some pretty sad 
saps out of evernight wonders, but she has a strong loyalty to 
stage folks as generous, kindly, intelligent peopiec, in spite of 
the prima donnas and beauty boys whe occasionally get loose 
eut in the provinces. She thinks the movie “All About Eve” 
was a model of casting, and like almost everybody else, she 
considers Charlie Chaplin the greatest comedian and she 
wishes he would make more films. “A whole generation of 
children have missed him and it’s too bad.” 

We had avoided discussion of a quote Miss Blondel! was cred- 
ited with lately, about never having been in love, but when I left 
she followed me to the door. 

“T have been loved,” she said with a grin, “and I have loved 
a great deal... especially my children.” 

I was kind of ashamed that she had thought she needed to 
bring it up.

Mrs. Bromley knows a lot about public service and personnel 
but her friends respect her even more for her gallantry this fall 
when her oldest son was killed in Korea. She speaks of him un- 
consciously as if he were still alive, and has little patience with 
those who would defer draft and enlistment as long as possible. 
“One's days are charted,” she says philosophically. “And where is 


the spirit of patriotism of these boys and their families? My son | 


died for a noble cause, and none of us would dare question his 
decision.” 


You see, they were different, but each one was good to know. |
